the original possessors of the 
soil ouzht to have no resting 
place upon it, except as hun- 
ters and drunkards. 

Several of the tribes have 
made considerable progress 
In civilization—they no lon- 
ger depend upon the chace, 
and engage in it rather from 
habit, or amusement, than its 
affording them the means of 
subsistance. ‘They have corn, 
cattle and hogs more than 
sufficient for their wants; & 
at Waupakonnetta and other 
places, are furnished with 
mills, through the exertions 
of benevolent individuals. 
In sundry instances, they 
have advanced as fast to 
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wards an introduction intelef 


the republic. as could have 
been expected.—and may he 
considered as in that state of 
society in which a few sim- 
ple laws, as well for their 
own government as to pro- 
tect them from the wonton 
violence of their neighbors, 
are most necesary to a people. 
These will naturally be ex- 
tended as property becomes 
fixed, and physical force is 
rendered subject to moral 
power. Duly authorised a- 
gents only, should have in- 
tercourse with them in their 
present stage of improvement, 
as well todefend them from 
imposition as to present them 
with proper models, and 
practically shew them the be- 
nefits of civilization and re- 
ligion. Just now, they may 
be said to be without 4.VP 
government. Such as are 
surrounded or in the vicinity 
of white people, must come 
under restraint—bnt it should 
be voluatarily and gradually 
introduced. 

[tis desired by these whe 
have thought much on the 
condition of the Indians, and 
who are best acquainted with 
their wishes and wants, and 
we believe it is also the wish 
ofthe president, and especial- 
ly of the secretary of war, 
whose benevolence towards 
this people is honorable to his 
character, that a general law 
should be passed by congress, 
investing the executive with 


‘mower to form a simple code 


municipal regulations, 
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Which if approved by tne In 
dians themselves, should be 
enforced to protect them from 
themselves & othera—and 
advance them in werks of ag- 
riculture aud the arts, togeth 
er with a knowledge of out 
language and that which is 
derived from books:—indc ed 
there are now a number o! 
schools among them that are 
pretty well attended by their 
children, whose deportment 
is orderly and improvement 
great. There does not appear 
to be any rational objection 
to this scheme of humanity— 
no pessible injury can grow 
out of it to the white peoble, 
and it must be beneficial to 
the Indians. I¢ is essential 
to their happiness,—nay, to 
the preservation of their lives, 
that we should interfere in 
their behalf. 

We trust that some humane 
and enlightened member of 
congress will introduce a bill! 
for the purposes stated. It is 
believed that if it were care- 
fully drawn up, on the infor 
mation of experienced gen- 
tlemen, that it would easily 
pass, though the session is 
near itsclose—and even if it 
is thought too late to mature 
a general law at this session 
(authorising the executive te 
devise and enforce a_ simple 
code of rules for the govern- 
ment of the Indians, if freely 
accepted by them) this at 
least might be done—a reso- 
lution passed, calling upon 





the secretary at war to report! 


at the next session, a system 
of regulations such as his 
knowledge of the cendition 
of the Indian nation, should 
make it appear to bim would 
be advantageous to them and 
to us—and to preserve us 
from the odium of posterity, 
by having it said, that we 
made ne considerable effort 
to prevent the annthilation of 
the original possessors ef our 
country, but suffered them to 
become a prey to our own 
civilized vices and crimes. 
We shall not neglect this 
subject for we are deeply 
interested in the incorpora- 
tion of this people inte our 
own improved society.

Our Tranlator’s Notes. 

Krom the papers received 
from Buenos Ayres (January 
Sth upto the 16th of Feb.) 
nothing satisfactory can be 
gathered, so as to ascertain 
tbe real political and military 
state of affairs in that country, 
it appears that Francisco Ra- 
mirez, having collected anar- 
giy, composed of Monteneros 
and Malcontents, entered the 
territory of Buenos Ayres on 
the 29th of January, and 
fought a battle againet the ar- 
my of Buenos Ayres, in the 
valley of Copedo, onthe st 
of February ; when the latter, 
headed by the Director Jose 
Rondeau, was defeated. Af.- 
ter his defeat Rondeau repair- 
ed to Buenos Ayres; but da 
ring his absence, congress 
had appeinted Juan Pedro 
Aguirre Director pro. tem. 
Rondeau then resigned his 
office of Supreme Director ; 
congress was suspended, and 


meanwhile a Cabildo (a board |

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governed the province. Ef- 
forts were made to raise aa 
army which could take the 
field, and oppose F. Rami- 
rez’ federal army while the 
veterans and other men ca- 
pable of bearing arms, even 
slaves, were enlisted to guard 
the city of Buenos Ayres.

A HINT 
TO CORN PLANTERS. 


Dr. Moore, of Maryland, 
who has written a treatise on 
AGRICULTURE, asserts, that 
agriculture is more followed, 
and less understood, than a- 
ny other mechanical branck 
in the United States. 

He says ifgood ground is 
cultivated in a proper manner, 
every person may plant two 
hills of corn for one he doee 
now, on the same ground—.

He further says, the 
general average depth of corn 
ground, as broken up and 
planted, is about three and 2 
half to four inches, and that 
one week’s hot sun, after the 
ground becomes droughty, 
will dry the ground,scorch the 
corn,t and stop its growth.
